ON  THE 

HEALTH 

OF  THE 

URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT  OF  HYDE, 
DURING  THE  YEAR  1893. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  on  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 

1893. 

The  most  important  steps  taken  for  the  general  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Health  of  the  Borough  were  :  — 

First,  the  completion  and  starting  of  the  Pumping  Station 
at  Back  Lane  for  supplying  Manchester  water  to  the  higher 
parts  of  the  district  and  so  rendering  it  altogether  independent, 
if  necessary,  of  the  local  supply  gathered  from  Wernetli  Low,  &c. 
This  will  be  an  inestimable  boon  if  we  should  ever  again  have 
such  an  unusually  dry  summer  season  as  last,  and  will  obviate 
all  ground  for  the  complaints  which  have  been  so  frequent  in 
past  years  as  to  the  condition  of  the  water  at  Gee  Cross,  and 
although  our  water  bill  will  be  much  larger,  we  shall  hope  for 
ample  compensation  in  a  much  smaller  death  and  sickness  rate , 
especially  under  the  head  of  Diarrhoea  and  Dysentry  which  was 
such  a  marked  feature  of  the  returns  for  1892.  Possibly  this 
may  not  be  accounted  for  entirely  by  the  hot  and  dry  season,  but 
partly  perhaps  by  the  privations  some  families  suffered  owing  to 
the  stoppage  in  the  coal  trade. 
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This  district  was  certainly  not  so  severely  punished  by  this 
cause  as  many  others,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  dependent 
solely  on  one  industry,  although  all  were  more  or  less  affected 
by  the  coal  war,  and  some  much  crippled. 

I  am  glad  to  note  that  my  recommendation  as  to  the 
supply  of  town’s  water  to  the  district  of  Gibraltar  has  been 
carried  out,  so  that  there  will  be  no  further  need  to  use  the  well 
water  there  for  drinking  purposes. 

If  total  abstinence  principles  are  to  make  headway  it  is 
certain  that  pure  water  must  be  available  everywhere,  so  as  to 
remove  the  stigma  which  so  often  attaches  to  water  as  being  a 
vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  disease,  and  this  is  often  used  as 
an  argument  against  its  use  in  a  natural  state. 

The  second  important  step  is  the  completion  and  opening 
for  use  of  the  Sewage  Works  and  Destructor,  the  former  of 
which  by  its  efficient  action  renders  the  Hyde  effluent  practically 
inocuous,  and  so  helps  in  the  purification  of  the  Mersey ;  the 
latter  considered  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  the  night 
soil  and  ashpit  emptying,  now  undertaken  by  the  Corporation, 
insures  the  destruction  of  a  large  quantity  of  noxious  material 
which  formerly  was  very  difficult  to  deal  with  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

The  more  general  adoption  of  the  water  carriage  system 
will  assist  this  work  still  further,  but  there  are  yet  some  terrible 
so-called  ashpits  in  the  district.  I  certainly  think  that  in  all 
places  where  the  main  drainage  system  is  completed  the  privies 
ought  to  be  at  once  put  on  such  a  system  as  will  do  away  with 
these  sources  of  danger  and  nuisance. 

Third,  there  has  been  some  improvement  and  progress  in 
the  way  of  alterations  to  insanitary  property,  but  two  very  bad 
places  to  which  I  have  before  referred  are  still  untouched  in 
the  way  I  recommended. 

Under  this  head  I  may  refer  to  what  I  think  is  a  defect  in 
the  regulations  of  the  Public  Health  Act  with  regard  to  the 
licensing  of  common  lodging-houses. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  ought  to  have 
ample  power  vested  in  them  to  revoke  the  licenses  for  these 
houses,  and  have  them  closed  if  it  be  considered  that  they  have 
become  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  by  reason  of  alteration  of 
surrounding  property,  sanitary  defects,  want  of  proper  yard 
space,  washing  accommodation,  or  the  discovery  of  circum¬ 
stances  which  were  not  known  or  observed  at  the  time  of  grant¬ 
ing  the  licenses  or  for  other  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

We  are  not  yet  in  possession  of  a  covered  van  for  the 
removal  of  infected  clothing,  &c.,  to  the  want  of  which  I 
referred  in  my  last  report.  The  use  of  such  a  van  would 
certainly  decrease  any  risk  there  may  be  in  conveying  such 
things  through  the  streets  either  to  the  destructor  or  to  the  dis¬ 
infecting  apparatus  at  the  hospital.  This  more  particularly  if 
the  Corporation  should  think  of  acceding  to  the  request  of 
some  outside  authorities  that  certain  clothing  might  be  treated 
at  the  Hospital. 

Causes  of  Death. 

1  Zymotic  Diseases. — 

There  has  been  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Zymotic  diseases  including  Diarrhoea  as  well  as  an 
unusual  number  of  deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
including  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Diarrhoea  reached 
145  or  a  death  rate  of  4*66. 

Small  Pox. — - 

-  One  death  only.  A  case  belonging  to  Stalybridge,  at  the 
Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 

Two  deaths  in  the  town  and  one  in  the  hospital,  total 
three  out  of  G5  reported.  4* 6  per  cent. 

Diphtheria. — 

Eleven  deaths  out  of  62  cases  reported. 

Enteric  Fever. — 

Six  deaths  out  of  35  cases  reported. 
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Measles.-— 

Twenty-five  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — 

Fourteen  deaths. 

Diarrhoea. — 

Sixty-five  deaths,  an  unusually  large  number. 

2  Influenza. — 

There  was  another  outbreak  of  this  disease  during  the 
autumn  and  winter,  and  although  no  deaths  were  registered  as 
actually  being  caused  by  it  a  great  many  cases  of  fatal  chest 
disease  were  due  to  it  in  the  first  instance. 

3  Acute  Lung  Disease. — 

176  deaths  were  ascribed  to  this  group,  a  very  large 
proportion  amounting  to  23*4  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

4  Phthisis. — 

This  disease  now  seems  to  carry  off  about  the  same  number 
of  victims  each  year,  49  this  and  47  last. 

Infectious  Disease. — • 

There  has  been  a  remarkable  amount  of  infectious  disease, 
not  only  of  those  reported  under  the  Notification  Act,  but  an 
enormous  number  of  cases  of  diarrhoea.  The  reports  numbered 
216,  10  less  than  in  1892,  and  are  sot  out  in  Table  D  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

Smallpox. — 

Seven  isolated  cases  appeared  at  intervals  during  1893. 
With  the  exception  of  one  case,  that  of  a  nurse,  who  took  the 
disease  at  the  Hospital,  the  infection  was  probably  contracted 
outside  our  district ;  in  most  of  the  cases  there  was  a  very  dis¬ 
tinct  history  of  this.  Fortunately  we  received  early  warning  of 
the  existence  of  the  disease  every  time,  and  were  able  to  remove 
the  patients  immediately  to  hospital,  to  re-vaccinate  all  the  other 
inmates  of  the  house,  and  to  carry  out  thorough  disinfection. 
By  these  means  we  were  uniformly  able  to  prevent  any 


spreading  beyond  the  original  case,  and  may  therefore  congratu¬ 
late  ourselves  on  being  spared  the  visitation  of  any  epidemic 
such  as  befel  Warrington  and  other  towns.  Unquestionably  in 
one  case  we  ran  a  great  risk  by  the  action  of  one  woman  who  at 
first  refused  to  go  to  hospital  after  being  told  she  was  suffering 
from  Small  Pox.  She  escaped  into  a  public-house  for  a  short 
time  before  she  could  be  found  again  and  taken  away.  After 
her  recovery  she  was  brought  up  before  the  magistrates  for 
exposing  herself  in  a  public  place  while  suffering  from  Small 
Pox,  and  a  penalty  was  inflicted. 

In  the  case  of  the  nurse  referred  to  above,  it  was  under¬ 
stood  when  she  entered  Hospital  to  take  charge  of  a  case  that 
she  had  been  re-vaccinated,  but  it  -was  discovered  after  she  had 
been  at  work  for  some  hours  that  this  was  not  so,  and  although 
I  at  once  performed  the  operation  it  was  too  late  to  absolutely 
protect  her,  for  on  the  thirteenth  day  after  beginning  work  the 
eruption  of  Small  Pox  appeared ;  fortunately  the  case  was  a  mild 
one  and  she  recovered  without  being  marked. 

Although  43  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  received  into  our 
Hospital  during  the  year  from  outside  districts  it  is  quite  certain 
that  none  of  our  own  people  were  infected  from  this  source, 
which  bears  out  the  contention  I  have  always  urged  that  there 
is  little  or  no  danger  attending  the  policy  pursued  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority  in  receiving  cases  from  outside  districts 
under  certain  conditions  and  with  suitable  precautions  and  safe¬ 
guards.  It  would  appear  that  this  is  the  opinion  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  judging  by  the  spirit  of  the  new  act  for  providing  district 
infectious  Hospitals,  which  will  in  effect  exactly  correspond  with 
one  Hospital  at  Hyde,  wich  the  facilities  granted  to  surrounding- 
districts  for  the  accommodation  of  their  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 

Sixty-five  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  from  various 
parts  of  the  Borough,  against  147  in  1892,  but  in  no  part  or  at  no 
time  did  it  assume  a  serious  epidemic  form,  and  I  think  we 
may  fairly  assume  that  this  was  probably  in  great  measure  in 
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consequence  of  the  promptitude  with  which  so  many  of  the  cases 
were  notified  and  removed  to  hospital.  The  number  so  removed 
(  was  43  per  cent  of  the  total  number  reported.  Although  this 
is  a  fairly  good  result  it  is  not  nearly  so  good  as  I  should  like,  in 
fact  I  know  of  no  reason  why  every  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  that  is 
detected  in  the  district  should  not  be  treated  at  the  Hospital. 
This  could  easily  be  accomplished  if  certain  of  the  parents  with 
whom  we  have  to  deal  could  overcome  the  sentimental  objection 
(there  can  be  no  other)  they  have  to  their  children  being  taken 
there.  They  would  then  soon  find  what  enormous  advantages 
treatment  there  presents,  not  only  saving  them  trouble  and  expense 
but  giving  them  the  addition  of  a  healthy  country  life  during 
convalesence.  These  remarks  still  apply  with  greater  force  to 
the  district  of  Newton  than  to  other  parts  of  the  Borough. 

I  have  not  had  any  reason  to  suspect  any  milk  supply  as 
being  responsible  for  an  outbreak,  neither  has  any  particular 
school  been  a  focus  of  infection  so  as  to  necessitate  closing. 

For  the  most  part  the  cases  were  mild,  only  three  being 
fatal  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  This  mildness,  however,  is 
not  altogether  without  disadvantages  as  it  sometimes  makes  it 
difficult  if  not  impossible  to  detect  it  in  the  early  stages,  some 
being  only  recognised  when  they  have  communicated  the 
infection  to  others. 

Diphtheria. — 

Here  we  have  62  cases  reported  with  11  deaths  against  13 
last  year  with  7  deaths. 

This  disproportion  is  very  marked  and  leads  one  to  enquire 
into  the  cause.  Have  the  cases  been  unusually  mild,  so  mild  in 
fact  in  a  great  many  instances  as  to  lead  the  medical  man  in 
attendance  to  question  whether  the  case  is  really  Diphtheria 
or  only  follicular  tonsilities,  and  that  he  has  therefore  given  it 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  notified  ?  or  was  it  another  mani¬ 
festation  of  a  condition  of  ill-health  produced  by  the  long  spell 
of  dry  weather  and  scanty  water  supply  ?  At  any  rate  it 
will  be  interesting  to  observe  whether  neighbouring  districts  have 
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suffered  in  a  similar  manner.  The  seven  cases  taken  to  Hospital 
were  moderately  severe  but  recovered  without  any  .  bad 
symptoms. 

Enteric  Fever. — 

Here  again  a  large  number  of  cases  appeared  (35  reported) 
the  conditions  of  the  climate  at  that  time  being  very  prone  to 
foster  Typhoid.  Two  only  of  these  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital  one  of  which  died  very  soon  after  admission,  of 
Intestinal  Hoemorrhage. 

Puerperal  Fever. — 

Only  four  cases  were  reported,  but  seven  deaths  were 
recorded.  No  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Diarrhcea. — 

Under  this  head  there  has  been  a  tremendous  death  rate, 
65  cases  recorded,  or  over  8  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  ;  of  these 
60  were  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Undoubtedly  this  was  mostly  caused  by  the  prolonged  hot 
weather  and  the  scarcity  of  water,  as  well  as  the  unusually 
putrid  condition  of  middens  and  the  water  courses  that  are 
still  contaminated  with  sewage. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. — 

During  1893,  112  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  treated 
at  this  institution,  an  increase  of  27  on  the  number  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  Fortunately  out  of  this  large  number  we  had 
only  three  deaths.  One  was  an  unvaccinated  case  of  Small 
Pox,  the  second  a  case  of  malignant  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the 
third  was  Typhoid  Fever  with  Hoemorrhage  from  the  Intestines. 
All  the  other  patients  made  absolute  recovery. 

Efforts  to  limit  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  by  the 
prompt  removal  of  all  cases  to  Hospital  have  not  yet  been  so 
successful  as  I  should  wish,  except  in  the  case  of  Small  Pox  ; 
here  we  have  had  practically  no  difficulty  in  getting  all  the 
patients  in.  But  as  to  Scarlet  Fever  there  is  still  a  certain 
amount  of  prejudice  to  be  overcome  ;  doubtless  this  prejudice  is

unreasoning  and  merely  sentimental,  but  it  exists  in  the  minds 
of  some,  and  will  take  time  to  eradicate.  Still  the  progress 
made  is  very  hopeful,  and  I  trust  before  long  we  shall  be  able 
to  materially  lessen  the  incidence  of  the  disease  by  at  once  isolat¬ 
ing  every  centre  of  infection.  At  present  we  do  not  get  the  full 
value  of  the  money  spent  on  the  Hospital  as  we  should  were 
every  possible  case  removed,  as  in  the  case  of  Small  Pox.  I 
believe  we  could  quite  as  effectually  subdue  an  outbreak  of 
Scarlet  Fever  as  of  Small  Pox,  if  people  would  only  look  at  it 
from  the  same  serious  point  of  view  and  second  the  endeavours 
of  the  Sanitary  Authority.  The  percentage  of  reported  cases 
removed  to  Hospital  in  1893  was  43*07,  while  in  1892  47*6  per 
cent  were  so  removed.  The  difference,  however,  is  not  very 
great  when  the  numbers  of  each  year  are  compared,  but  I  must 
confess  I  am  disappointed  to  find  that  the  difference  was  not  the 
other  way. 

Next  month  I  propose  to  submit  to  the  Committee  for  their 
approval  a  diet  scale  for  patients,  also  some  suggestions  for  the 
more  economical  working  of  the  nursing  arrangements.  I  am 
anxious  that  there  should  be  a  full  understanding  on  these 
points,  so  as  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part 
of  patients  or  their  friends.  So  far  I  have  not  heard  of  any 
complaints,  but  I  consider  it  better  that  such  things  should  be 
defined,  lest  by  any  omission  the  hitherto  excellent  reputation  of 
our  Hospital  should  suffer. 

An  alteration  of  the  drains  is  needed  so  as  to  divert  the 
surface  water  from  the  pipes  leading  to  the  settling  tank  in  order 
to  prevent  them  being  silted  up  with  gravel  and  sand  washed 
from  the  main  approach  road  and  the  garden  walks.  The  effect 
of  this  has  been,  several  times,  that  the  drain  has  burst  and  dis¬ 
charged  its  contents  near  the  Scarlet  Fever  Ward  creating 
rather  a  serious  nuisance. 

There  should  be  some  kind  of  a  paved  causeway  leading 
from  one  building  to  the  other  so  that  any  persons  passing  from 
one  to  the  other  may  keep  their  feet  dry. 
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The  ambulance  which  has  been  in  use  for  some  years  now 
requires  painting  ancl  some  slight  repairs,  as  well  as  the  addition 
of  a  handle  inside,  in  order  that  the  attendant  on  a  patient  may 
open  the  door  without  first  opening  the  window.
